Enthusiastic Citizens' Meeting 


field in the Armory. 


Ringing Speeches Made and a Coromi.tee 


Appointed lo See Wbat Can be Done 


The suggestion made in the DEKALD 


that some action be taken looking to the 
protection of this city in cato of an 
attack from a Spunish fleet, met with 
an outpouring of people at the public 
meeting called by Mayor John 8. Til- 
ton on Monday 
evening. 
At 
7.45 


o'clock Company A, N. H. N. G., in 
command of Cuptiun Lemuel Pope, Jr., 
left their armory and inarched to the 
city building, where the flag on the 
city hall was given to the breeze amid 
the cheers of hundreds of citizens who 
assembled in front of the building. 
The militia returned to their armory at 
the close of the flag raising, and owing 
to the large crowd the mayor decided to 
hold the meeting at the armory. 


The meeting was called to order at 


eight o'clock and was presided over bj 
Mayor Tilton, with City Clerk Moore as 
secretary. Those present were all of 
one mind, and in that Portsmouth's de 
fences should be attended to at once. 
The matter of organizing a naval militia 
was a prominent subject under discus 
sion and from the tone of Senator 
Chandler's letter and Secretary Long's 
reply, the naval reserve was an impor- 
tant matter for the intercuts of the city. 


Ex Alderman Arthur VV. Walker was 


oil led upon and ho said be was henrtily 
in favor of some action being taken to 
bung the men in authority to under- 
stand our needs. He wanted to see our 
coast better protected, even if the state 
had to do it. 


Col. John Pender was noxt called and 


he made a ringing speech and said. "It 
is a condition not a theory which con- 
fronts us." 
We are at war with an 


other nation and we are in, poor condi- 
tion to defend oursehes 
This would 


make an excellent coaling station lor a 
Spanish fleet. Someone should take 
hold at once and bring about tne de- 
sired results. Maine and New Hamp- 
shire ought to have had this section 
better guarded long ago. 
Our citizens 


should be more united on all matters 
looking to the good of the city and our 
people; we have too miny local "isms " 
We want first a na'val reserve of one 


hundred to two hundred men, and we 
have the best material to organize mu-h 
u enmpauy. This armory is a disgrace 
to the state and the boys ought to have 
more comfortable quarters. 


City Clerk Moore addressed the meet- 


ing and said that M arrangements had 
been perfected for Company A to re- 
main on duty here or if they were 
called away another company would be 
sent here. He thought the army and 
navy were looking oat for the protec- 
tion of the coast cities and that at pres 
ent there was no cause for alarm. 


Kev. Curtis Iloyt Dickins made a few 


remarks and was himself sorry to see 
the navy yard being overlooked and de- 
plored the fact that our defences were 
not what they should be. "We want to 
demand more projection" were his clos- 
ing words. 


Surgeon General F. S. Towle, who 


spent the day la Concord at the council 
meeting, assured the public that the 
state would do everything possible and 
that the governor would mobilize all 
the troops here. 


Major JJavid Urch was of the opinion 


that the army and navy had too long 
been neglected. We want more ships 
and more men. 
"Portsmouth should 


demand what she is entitled to." 


Lieut. W. H. White made a patriotic 


speech and said that he for one wanted 
the w hole country to know that we are 
prepared to shed every drop of blood 
before we would give up our navy yard. 
Our people are not alarmed and we 
sleep well nights and will take care of 
the city when the time comes. 


At the close of the speeches, Colonel 


Pender made a motion that the mayor 
appoint a committee consisting of six, 
with the mayor added, to organize B 
naval reserve and to look into the mat- 
ter of improving our coast defences, 
which was passed.

A Difference Between the Houses Over 


the Reorganization Bill. 


Washington, April 20.—War and war 


measures were the only topics discussed 
by the senate yesterday during more 
than four hours of Its session. 
The body 


had scarcely convened when the mes- 
sage of the president urging congress 
to declare the existence of war between 
the United .Slaies and Spain was laid be- 
fore it. 
Without comment the message 


was referred to the foreign relations 
committee. 


Consideration of the naval appropria- 


tion bill was resumed, the pending ques- 
tion being upon an amendment of Mr. 
Butler to reduce the price of armor plate, 
or as an alternative, to establish an 
annul- factory. 
After a long and bitter 


debate, in the course of which Mr. Butler 
was accused by Mr. Hawley bf making 
what in the circumstances would be re- 
garded as treasonable utterances, the 
amendment was defeated. 
An amend- 


ment of great importance was attached 
to the bill at the last minute by Mr. Hale, 
chairman of the>naval affairs committee. 
It authorized the secretary of the navy 
to enlist as many men as he may deem 
pecessary to man the ships of the navy 
during the exisiem-e of the war and ap- 
propriates $8,830.000 to enable him to 
carry the amendment Into effect. 
The 


naval bill was then passed. 


Ttie army reorganization ui!J was re- 


ported to the senate with some amend- 
ments by Mr. Hawley of the military 
Kffnlrs committee, and passed within 20 
minutes. 
It was not completed, how- 


ever, as the hous* non-concurred in the 
senate amendments and asked for a con- 
ference. 
At 3 o'clock the senate went 


into secret session and passecl the bill 
of the house declaring the existence of 
war between the United 
States 
and 


Spain. 
Subsequently a brief open ses- 


sion was held during which minor busi- 
ness was transacted. 


The secret debate was based on an 


amendment offered by Senator Tin-pie 
providing for the recognition of the bel 
ligerent rights of the insurgent Cubans. 
the amendment being practically in thc- 
following language: 
"We hereby rec- 


ognize the rights of the Cuban army 
under General Maximo Gomez to be 
treated as belligerents, the freedom, and 
independence of the Cuban people ha\-- 


ing heretofore been recognized by an act 
of congress."
